My object in exposing tM secrete of the 
prison-house to the public is the hope ■ at- 
tracting the attention of some persons more 
competent than myself to do justice to the 
subject and of instituting inquiries which 
may lead in lime to the total abolition of 
private institutions for the insane ; for I 
fear that no Govern mental inspection would 
1* sufficient to overcome the inherent vices 
of the system. The greatest of these is, 
that ihese private institutions are all work- 
ed for profit ; thus the keepers are rendered 
venal, and auy person who will pay a high 
price for board may imprison nearly any 
one he likes. 

In the case of the institution I write of, 
insane patients are rarely if ever die. 
charged upon recovery, unlees their friends 
come and lake them away. If the friends 
merely write to know how such a one is, 
there is a stereotyped answer '• Improving-, 
but all excitement would I* dangerou*: 
perfect quiet is necessary. Pursuit of 
profil leads lo stinting in every department; 
and one physician, without the assistance 
of any other medical man, and not himself 
residing in the house, attends on two hun- 
dred patients, sane and insane. The mor- 
tality. I fear, is large: but who knows ' 
In an institution such as our State main 
tains at I lice, I think that the incidents I 
am altout to relate could not have occurred. 

Circulars were sent out. vaunting the fine 
sir, of the situation, and boasting of the 
table groaning with luxuries (boiled beef 
and turnips), and of the medical staff— 
which "staff consists of one man. The in- 
stitution is flourishing and full to the very 
roof. In some of the rooms, eix insane men 
sleep together, and in one of these squads 
was a young man, not insane, but imbe- 
cile; hard study had broken down his mind 
This lad incurred the hatred of a large and 

powerful man, named ale , in the 

room, and was often struck by him. The 
attendants pro; >sed their separation ; the 
despot refused or neglected to give the re- 
qtxistss orders, and east morning the poor 
aludenl waa found dead on the floor — 
strangled in the night by the powerful 

Mc . The next evening he waa quietly 

buried iu the grounds of the institution. 
His poor widowed mother, living far off. 
was probably informed of his death, but 1 
doubt if ever she heard of the manner in 
which it occurred. However, my buslnees 
is with lhe imprisoned sane. The great 
facilities for what I may call family im- 
prisonment which private institutions pre- 
sent, develop some very shocking traits in 
our nature. For instance I two ladies ar- 
rive with their mother, an old woman be- 
tween eighty and ninety years of age. and 
with a failing intellect: but her daughters 
arc eareful to slate that she is noi insane 
One of these daughters was the wife of a 
Judge, residing iu the City of Washington: 
the oilier was a dashing woman of the 
world, with daughters growing up and re- 
siding at a fashionable hotel, who remark- 
ed very naively, to one of the matrons, lhat 
"indeed, the increasing expenses of my 
daughters render the whole of mother' e in 
eome necessary to us.'' The old lady died 
in about two years. She was probably as 
well attended as the nature of the place 
permitted; but where were her children 
who in their infancy had cost her many i 
pang and many a sleepless night ' Heron 
tells us of a tril*e ofeavages on the Copper- 
mine river, who strangle their parents when 
they become old and burdensome. Of theee 
two cases, which is the civilized, and which 
is the savage ? 

1 fear to enumerate lhe trivial grounds 
on which fathers commit their daughters lo 
this living tomb, and I am amazed at the 
levity with which 
prived of their liberty by 
bands and fathers. 

Mr. L, of Loudon eounty. Virginia 
brought in his daughter, charged with dis- 1 
obedience. She was an innocent country 
girl of nineteen years. The girl s story 
was that after her mother's death her elder 
sisters made her a servant, called her Cin- 
derella, and drove ber lo the kitchen. She 
bud, as we may imagine, constant quarrels 
willi her sisters, and at length her father 
look sides against her; "although,' 4 abe 
says, "when he was eick, 1 was tbe only 
one to nurae him.' Her only hope of re- 
lease lay in the circumstance lhat her father, 
being a penurious man, might tire of pay- 
ing her board. Her release finally came 
about in this way: her father wae a Union 
man, and as such was sent to jail, where he 
spent one year in a loathsome cell, and bad 
time lo reflect upon the nature and efficacy 
of imprisonment, and when he gained his 
liberty became and took her out, after two 

1 fear I am tiring tbe patience of my 
readers, and yet instances of this kind 
come up like iianquo s kings — another and 
another. Here is one: The case of Mies 

A . Picture a young girl of slight and 

graceful figure, with a face wonderfully 
resembling that of the Kmprees Eugenie, 
but with color in her cheeks and fine glossy 
hair — well educated and a good musi 
cian, possessing a voice of 
sweetness and great flexibility, 
with a generous and affectionate nature — 
just niueteen years of age, and the daught- 
er of a "shoddy millionaire." who wae 
placed iu this institution by her father for 
dis.o)>edien<;e and for contemplating a mar- 
riage not liked by him. For thia she has 
spent the past three years of her life iu 
prison, and, for attempting to communicate 
with the outside world, was put in close 
confinement, weariug a si raight jacket, and 
sometimes the iron mask, and otherwise re 
ceiviug brutal treatment. This girl, of 
whom most fathers would have been proud, 
waa often compelled to aseociale with wo 
men of the most abandoned character. Of 
this lady more 1 

The facility with which medical certif- 
icates can be procured would admit of a 
copious illustration from this bouse, el 
though in most cases ihey are entirely dis 
penned with, as being, it would seem, i 
frivolous formality. 

A young lady, who bears the name of one 
of lhe signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and with his blood running in 
her veins, ate the bread of dependence at 
the table of a wealthy and proud uncle 
until il grew bitter. You 
headaches, said her aunt one day. 4 or go 
to a boarding-house. ' She was procured a 
situation as governess in this city : but 
when this information reached tbe ears of 
the aristocratic uncle, his manner of acting 
shows lhe superior advantage of living in 
modern times and in a free country. Now 
had he lived in France ia lTr,.",, he would 
have been obliged to go on bis bended knee 
lo the royal minister or mistress for a Utin 
ih nirh/t, signed by the hand of tbe great 
king, in order to have consigned hia daught- 
er to a convent. Mark lhe difference : he 
merely walked round the corner and pro- 
cured a certificate of insanity from a medi- 
cal man. Armed with this, be eaid : "Come 
with me, Mary.'' His carriage was at tbe 
door, and in a few minutes they arrived at 
the gate ef the institution. " Enter," said 
her uncle, "I will teach yon te disgrace 
your family. " She entered the bouse and 
was at the tender mercy of the despot who 
ruled it. Presently a bustle 
women ran to and fro, and 
called for. " What is the matter," 
present. "Oh, nothing,'' wae lhe answer, 
"only she would not give up her money.' 
And now arrived the turning point in the 
girl's fate. If ehe bad no friends outside 
who would interest themselves for ber, she 
wae fated to tread the road traveled by 
many a one before ; and despair, * ruined 
mind, and imprisonment for lire await her. 
Out ehe had friends ~a sis'er, and an un- 
cle, the latter a bishop of one of the South- 
western Stales, who interested themselves in 
her case, and obtained ber liberty, after 
three months confinement. She left the in- 
atiiulion vowing that ehe would take legal 
measures against her uncle, but no pro- 
ceedings were ever instituted. 

1 have in my possession tbe real namee 
of all xhe persons alluded to, which I will 
give on any fitting occasion.
